“How Passive Solar Heating Works 

During the next 10. years, mil- 
lions of Americans ‘will begin us- 
ing passive solar energy systems 
+o heat their homes, The growing 
popularity of this type of solar de- 
sign can be attributed to. its sim- 
plicity, effectiveness and reliance 
‘on few, if any, mechanical de- 

“vices. 

To understand. how solar energy 
‘ean be used ta heat a home with- 
out roof-mointed | solar collectors 
or mechanical systems, two basic 

scientific principles need to be 
reviewed, 

First, the sun follows a ‘ow’ 
path. across the sky during the 
winter, and a high”? path across 
‘the sky in the sutnmer., This mealis 
the south. facing , windows of a 
“puilding can gain ‘the sun’s direct 
rays. during cold winter months, 
put not during the. summer filien 
the sun's path is higher, 

Second, a warm object will al- 
“ways seck to transfer some’ of its 
heat. to a cooler: object in an at- 
tempt to reach temperature equil- 
ibrium, As the lieat is transfer- 
ced front the warmer object to 
ithe cooler one, a heat flow is gen- 


cerated. 


Passive solar fochnalogy unites 
these two principles with archi- 
tecturai planning and special so- 
lar materials to produce a build- 
ing that can provide its own heat 
naturally. In other words, the 
building itself becomes the pas- 
sive heating system. 

To understand exactly how this 


“works, consider the following ex- 


‘ample of a simple passive heating 


system: 


In order to gain. as much of the 
sun’s heat as possible, a house is 
puilt so that if contains a large 
expanse of glass facing south- 
ward. Inside the homie, behind the 
‘zlass area, heat-absorbing mason- 
ry is used extensively for the 
floors and walls. ‘ 

During the day, as the sun’s 
“cays enter through the glass, they 


. strike the masonry walls and 


floors which in turn absorb and 
store the heat. These heat-loaded 
walls and floors will then seek to 
‘transfer some of that heat to 
their cooler surroundings (the air 
and objects within the room). The 
vesulting .beat flow. provides 
warmth through the room. 

The heat-storing capacity of 
the ‘masonry assures that plenty 
of heat will be available for the 
distribution throughout the room 
for extended. periods of time. 
In fact, well-designed heat-ab- 
sorbing walls of this type (some- 
“times called thermal walls) can 
store enough heat to warm a 
room through. several days and 
nights of cloudy weather. 

The basic components of a pas- 
sive solar heating system then, 
are orientation of the dwelling to 
the south, south-facing glass or 
special plastics, and thé use of 
ieat storing and absorbing con- 


Ss struction materials. 


To avoid overheating during the 
day or Joss of heat at night, most 
‘passive designs also incorporate 
shading devices for the windows or 
insulated ctirtains. Because of 
‘their simplicity, the popularity of 
passive heating systems has 
‘grown dramiatically in recent 
years. 

In addition, passive systems are 
foasibie* throughout the United 
States, regardless of climatic ¢on- 
ditions. Ddperiding ot the tegion 
and how well a house is insulat- 
ad, up to 80% of a home’s annual 
heating néeds eati be sitpplied by 
a passive system.

Woodlot Owners Need Férester Aid 

Gov. Brennan has seen‘fit to cut 
from his budget, the service For- 
ester Program which aids the 
small woodlot owner. In talking to 
Kenneth Stratton, Director of the 
Maine Forest Service, this would 
amount to the tune of approximate- 
ly $460,000 per year for the ser- 
vices of the 18 district foresters. 

For the first time in its history 
Maine is losiig and using more 
wood than it is growing. 

Last year, more than 700,000,000 
cords of firewood were burned as 
compared with about 180,000,000 10 
years ago. 

That pair of facts—along with 
andther, that 906 of Maine’s land 
area is covered by forést—point to 
the need for more, not less, man- 
agement of the state’s most im- 
portant resource. Yet Gov. Bren- 
nan has proposed the elimination 
of 18 district foresters, the advis- 
ors who worked oné-ot-one Iast 
year with about 5,000 small wodd- 
land owners. 

Service foresters are scattered 
all over the state, In i980 they 
Have tManagenient recommenda- 
tioris of 120,000 acres of woods 
and worked specifically to improve 
atiother 15,000 acrés. 

Maine is a forest state, with a 
Waist venewable resource whose 
full potential is not yet realized, 
Even in this period of harsh econ- 
oinie realities, it stenis less than 
wise to erid a program concentrat- 
ed where our interests lie. 

One-half of the wood wsing in- 
dusiries’ supply is derived from 
that sriall woodland owner who 
would ba deprived of tianagement 
aid under the poverfior’s proposal.

bills concerning concealed wea- 
pons for Feb, 17 at the Augusta 
Civic Center.’ 


One of the bills would transfer 
the power to issue permits from: 


municipalities td the State. Three 
of the bills would strengthen. ctr- 
yent statutes regarding the issu- 
ance of concealed weapons per- 
mits, L.D, 399 directs the’ munici- 


pal officers, or their designees, to -£ 
issue. concealed weapon. licenses, 


requiring. the applicant to certify 


in writing that he needs the wea- § 


pon for self-defense .or employ- 
ment. The State Police would re- 
tain the authority to grant nor 
yesident licenses. 

This legislation would also. @s- 

tablish seven categories of persons 

who. would not be eligible for con- 
cealed weapon licenses: 1. Per- 
sons under 18 years of age} 2. Per- 
sons currently charged with an 
offense under a criminal complaint 
er indictment; 3. Persons convic- 
ted of a Class A, B, or C crime; 
4, Persons convicted of a class D 
or E crime within the last. five 
years of the application date; 5, 
Persons committed to.a mental in- 
stitution or persons who have re- 
ceived psychiatric in-patient ser- 
vices for 2 period greater than 
two weeks, within the last five 
years of the application date; 6. 
Persons adjudicated to be incapa- 
citated pursuant from 18-A MRSA; 
J. persons dishonorably discharged 
from the Armed Forces within five 
years before the application date. 
’ Also, LD 399 repeals Title 15, 
section 392, which currently ex- 
empts law enforcement officers 
and security guards from being 
‘subject to the statute on illegal 
possession of firearms by conyict- 
ed felons.: 

The proposed legislation pro- 
vides that fees may not exceed $25 
for an original permit and $10 for 
renewals. Municipalities would lose 
control over assessing local license 
fees currently found in the pre- 
sent law. 

A second concealed weapon's 
pill is LD 119, “An Act to Estab- 
lish Guidelines for the Refusal of 
Concealed Weapon Permits.” This 
proposed legislation would require 
that license applicants furnish suf- 
ficient proof that they have not 
been convicted for any crimes of 
volence and that they do ngt- have 
a history of alcohol or drug abuse. 
LD 119 also requires an applicant 
to demonstrate a reasonable ne- 
cessity for carrying the concealed 
weapon, A reasonable necessity 
would include that such a weapon 
is Fequired by a person in his 
employment, that the person fre- 
quently carries large sums of mon- 
ey, or that the person has received 
and can substaritiate threats of 
violence or death against him, This 
bill allows local officials to isstie 
permits and also retains local con- 
trol over establishing fees. 

Another concealed weapon's bill, 
to be presented ig ‘An Act to Es- 
tablish Guidelines for the Issuance 
of Concealed Weapons Permits.” 
This legislation provides that full- 
time police chiefs issue permits 
to carry concealed weapons. In 
municipalities which do not have‘ 
a full-time police chief, the select- 
men shall be the issuing authority, 
Also under this legislation, the 
license applicant must be 18, not 
a convicted felon and answer 
questions designed to determine 
whether he or she may Garry 
a concealed weapon. The ques- 
tions ask whether the person 
is under indictment or has been 
‘eorvieted of a éritme for which 
the penalty exceeds otie yéat in 
prison, if the person is an tinlaw- 
ful user of or addicted to any 
drug, if the person lias been ad- 


judged metitally defective or dis-; 


honorably discharged within the 
past five years. An affirmative 
answer to any oné of these qués- 
tions would be ecatise for litense 
réfusal.
